An Age Without Standards 


The Right Reverend R. J. Renison, An- 
glican Bishop of Moosonee, has referred to 
this age as the “age without standards.” He 
says that the current wave of mechanized 
thinking has imposed upon humanity its 
severest shock since the fall of the Roman 
Empire. 

It is surely apparent that there has 
been an appalling decline in morality and 
piety. Everywhere is there a decided drift 
from religion. In England, for instance, not 
one in ten now goes to divine worship. 

The war has revealed a collapse of Christ- 
jan moral standards. Truthfulness and hon- 
esty seem to be on the ebb, while there is 
an alarming spread of sexual laxity and 
juvenile crime. 

The most frightening feature of this 
situation is that many people appear to have 
lost their sense of shame. They excuse them- 

| Selves by an appeal to pseudo-scientific “re- 
| pressions.” There has grown up an entire 
| jargon of terms designed to whitewash hu- 
|man wilfulness and weakness, and even 
lust—in terms of irresistible impulses. 
The idea of man as a responsible person 
in danger of disappearing with the lost 
nse of a living God. 
The tragic truth is that a new genera- 
tion has arisen which literally does not un- 
| derstand the conventional language of re- 
| ligion. 

Man realizes, as he has always done, 
that he cannot save himself. But he is con- 
tent to be lost because his philosophers are 
| telling him that the path of least resistance 

is not only the easiest path but the logical and 
inevitable path. 

| All this adds up to the blazing fact that 
‘there is a greater need in the world for re- 
| ligion and for the ministrations of religion 
than there ever was before.

OTTAWA: Prairie farmers have 
|made a remarkable record of re- 
payments on credit extended to 
|them under government guarantee 
|for the purchase of farm machin- 
ery, livestock and other improve- 
ments. More than two-thirds of the 
total loans of $13,262,307.76 were 
made in those three prairie prov- 
|inces since the Farm Improvement 
Loans Act came into force on 
March 1, 1945. Of this total of 
more than $13% millions of luans, 
39.06 per cent, or $5,181,161.94 has 
been repaid 

Up to December 31, 1946, not a 
single claim had been made un- 
der the government guarantee of 
10 per cent against loss by any 
of the banks extending the loans. 

Number of loans and the total 
;amounts made in the three prairie 
| provinces for 1946, with the num- 
ber and amounts for the ten months 
of 1945 in brackets, are as follows 


Alberta, 4,798, $3,388,114.70; (1,633 
$1,250,447.85); Saskatchewan, 4,075, 
| $3140,157.35 (1,035, $834,498.85); 
Manitoba, 1,928, $1,397,538,74; (751,

In 1946, a total of 13,030 loans 
aggregating $9,880,565.74 were 


made, more than two thirds on the 
prairies, as against 4,311 loans ag- 
gregating $3,381,742.02 in 10 months 
of 1945.

During 1946 loans for farm 
implements and trucks accounted 
for $7,488,347 or over 73 per cent 
It is estimated these purchases rep- 
resented an actual sales volume

| Controlling The 


Fund 


BY MARPER PROWSE, MLA 


Tt would be unwise to forecast 
what form of administration will 
be adopted by parliament for the 
Army canteen fund. But, judging 

m the records of the proceed- 
ing of the committee, and from the 
attitude of mind I saw displayed 
by members of the committee wnen 
I appeared before them when the 
Canadian Legion presented its 
brief on this question recently, | be- 
lieve that the fund will be admin- 
istered by a central committee and 
no attempt will be made to allo- 
cate the fund on a provincial basis. 

I base this conclusion on two sets 
of facts. First, the obvious short- 
comings of the system of provincial 
allotments which was used after 
the first war. And second, the rec- 
ord of satisfactory service now be- 
ing achieved by both the Navy and 
Air Foree Funds which are cen- 
trally administered with local sub- 
committees making the personal 
contacts and recommendations. 

* & 

THE LEGION’S recommendation 
was that the fund should be ed- 
ministered by a directorate to be 
made up of a president, to be ap- 
pointed by the minister of voter- 
ans’ affairs in consultation with the 
veterans’ organizations; two execu- 
tive directors, one nominated oy 
the Canadian Legion and one 
nominated by the National Coun- 
cil of Veterans’ Associations of 
Canada (which includes the Can- 
adian Corps Association, the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, Amputations, 
etc.); and a secretary to be sup- 
plied by the department of veter- 
ans’ affairs. 

This executive group would be 
assisted by eleven directors, one 
representing each province one tne 
United Kingdom and one the 
U.S.A, They would act as provincial

THE LEGION also suggested 
that the fund should be invested 
centrally under supervision df the 
government and the operations 
carried on by means of imprest 
accounts in the hands of provincia! 
chairmen, We pointed out that in 
our opinion it was desirable to 
have a sub-committee which had 
authority to act in each town of any 
size so that the fund would be im- 
mediately available to any veteran 
in need wherever he might live. Io 
do this it would probably be neces- 
sary to provide sub-committee 
chairmen with limited imprest ac- 
counts which could be replaced a* 
depleted. There would be no paid 
positions and secretarial assistance 
as required would be supplied by 
the welfare division of the depar'- 
ment of veterans affairs which 
would aso assist with necessary in- 
vestigations. 

The points stressed in the Legion 
brief were the necessity for hav- 
ing the fund controlled by the men 
who created it, by giving them, 
through the veterans’ organizations, 
the right to nominate members of 
the directorate, and the necessiiy 
of having the fund made available 
at as many points as possible so 
that immediate assistance would be 
always available when required,

fund should not be used to provide 
assistance where it should proper 
ly be made available through some 
| official agency such as the unem- 
ployment insurance commission, 
unemployment relief, department 
of veterans’ affairs, or other simi 
lar agencies, On the question of 
educational assistance the Legion 
suggested bursaries for needy auc 
deserving cases, but reiterated its 
‘stand that the education of chil- 
dren whose fathers died in serv 
‘ice should be the responsibility of 
the senior government.

TODAY’S MESSAGE 
Mother’s Day 


First proclaimed in 1914, Mother’s Day has been an- 
nually set aside for special observance in honor of the home 
and motherhood. It is a wholsome and good sign when 
children honor ahd cherish their mothers. But for the 
thoughtful boy or girl, there is really no need for a Mother’s 
Day to encourage him or her to prove affection and de- 
votion. Nor do grown men or women need any special prompt- 
ing to show kindness toward the person to whom they owe 
so much, 

But there are, unfortunately, some whom Mother’s Day 
should cause to search their inmost hearts: growing children 
who cause grief and worry to their mothers because of way- 
wardness or disrespect; absent sons and daughters who 
neglect their mothers and have almost forgotten the homes 
where they were reared and knew such rich and tender love. 

There was a mother once who poured out her life for 
her many children—she had four sons and five daughters— 
until they were happily and successfully married. But when 
she became a bedridden paralytic, not one of her children was 
willing to take her in, They did not even want to share in 
paying for her in a private home, Eventually, she died, sad, 
lonely, neglected by all her children, in the charity ward 
of a city hospital. 

The children wept when their mother died. They buried 
her with the proceeds of a policy for which one son had 
paid a small weekly premium, She is dead a long time now, 
but there is still no stone over her grave and none of her 


| sons or daughters can even point out the plot where she lies.

Cultivation is a fancy name for 
the simple act of breaking up the 


soil’s surface iayer into small part-. 


icles and keeping them loose, so 
that air and water can more easily 
mix with the soil. Whether you do 
it with a hoe or a gangplow—it's 
still cultivation 

Like dishwashing, it’s a dull but 
important chore. It’s important be- 
cause plants can’t thrive without 
air and moisture around their 
roots. Conscientious cultivation not 
only increases a garden's yield and 
improves the product, but helps 
control weeds, 

Start cultivation right after sow- 
ing. This scotches the weeds be- 
fore they grow big enough to rob 
the soil of nutriment and moisture 
An old-fashioned, sharp-edged hoe 
is the most popular tool for the 
backyard garden. 

Cultivation can be fairly deep 
at first, but should be kept shallow 
after seeds sprout, to avoid in- 
juring the roots. Never cultivate 
rigiit afier a rain, as the muddy 
soil will not crumble properly and 
will become packed down as you 
walk along the rows 

GET AFTER WEEDS 

Weeding is cultivation's first 
cousin. It can be done by hand, 
with a hoe, trowel or special weed- 
ing tool, or with sprays, dusting 
and even—thanks to the war—a 
flame thrower! The main thing is 
to catch ‘em young and smack ‘em 
down before they are an inch high 
One of the most troublesome 
weeds in any garden is pusley. It 
has the persistent vitality of that 
other pest—the cockroach. Its 
heavily leafed stems sprawl in ev- 
ery direction, close to the ground 
Best way to control it is to pull 
it up, and even then it’s dangerous 
because this vigorous pest will not 
wither for weeks and may mature 
and spill its tiny, black seeds even 
when uprooted. So when you pull 


{up pusley, remove it to a dump 
| heap. 


it's still a delicate pup, 
| crabweed. Principally a lawn pest. 
it gets into gardens, too. When 
very young, it is just one spike, 
with small roots, easily dislodged 

But at maturity, its bunchy blades, 
jlike long crab legs, form a tough 
| troublesome mop. 

HERE'S A REAL PEST 

Even more pestiferous than crab- 
weed is the plantain. Its short, 
thick base is anchored firmly in 
the ground by many long, tough 
|roots, and it's the very devil to 
| dig up. The new 2—4-D weed kill- 
ers are effective against it and also 
against ragweed, bane of hayfever 
victims. Other common weeds are 
mayweed or dogfennel, with its 
pretty daisy-like flowers; whose 
seeds can drift into your garden 
from the nearest vacant lot; and 
|dodder, a parasitic vine which 
climbs over rlants, attaching itself 
to them with disk-shaped suckers, 
like an octopus. Learn to recog- 
|nize these weeds and battle them 
into unconditional surrender 

Weeds are bad enough, but Gar- 
den Enemy No. 1 is the insectpest 
He comes in two kinds—chewer, 
like potato beetles and caterpillars 
—and suckers, like aphids or 
thrips. The chewers nibble away 
at leaves and stalks and the suck- 
ers siphon off the plant’s sap 
through their tiny bills. 

With the possible exeptions 
rotenone and DDT, no one in- 
secticide will control both these 
critters, so a gardener needs two 
types—a stomach poison to combat 


the chewers and a contact poison |

DDT is still pretty much the 
wonder-boy among insecticides,in 
spite of the fact that the first ex- 
travagant claims for it have sim- 
mered down to acknowledgment 
of its limitations. These are seri- 
ous, and for that reason, DDT 
compounds should be used strictly 
according to manufacturer's direc- | 
tions. It is definitely harmful to 
squash, pumpkins and other gourd- 
like plants and retards the growth | 
of tomatoes, beans and strawber- 
ries. In the garden, it should al-| 
ways be used in suspension, never | 
in solution. The use of oil solu-| 
tions of DDT which may injure | 
plants and animals, should be lim- | 
ited to indoor pests, such as 
roaches, fleas and moths. 

The best rule to follow in this, 
as in every aspect of gardening, is: 
when in doubt consult your seed 
dealer.

It was rather surprising to find 
that none of the pairs in a very 
strong duplicate game arrived at 
a six diamond contract on today's 
hand. A careless slip on my part 
got my partner and me into seven 
diamonds. 

When South, my partner, opened 
the bidding with one club, I pon- 
dered how to bid the hand in order 
to show six diamonds and five 
hearts. I decided that the correct 
bid would be one diamond. Then 
if South bid a spade, which I fully 
expected since my hand was void 
of spades. I could bid either two 
or three hearts. 

However, over one club I said 
two diamonds. The two-over-one 


jump is a slam try and shows two 


controls, With the bidding shown 
in the box, South can read that 
North has six diamonds and five 
hearts. When North does not jump 
at the first opportunity, 
knows that he lacks the two con- 
trols. 

When I bid two diamonds, South 
bid two spades. | bid three hearts, 
South three no trump, and I bid 
four hearts. Now South thought 
that my two controls hac to be 
the ace of hearts and a void in 
clubs because of his own club bid- 
That would mean that we 
should make seven 

If North and South were play- 
ing Blackwood, South could bid 
four no trump over four hearts, 
asking partner for an ace. When 
North responded with five clubs 
denying an ace, the hand could 
be signed off at six diamonds 

In the play there is no way to 
squeeze East even though he does 
not open the ace of hearts. With 
the king of spades opening, de- 
clarer takes two rounds of trumps 
and then he should lead the jack

New Tourist Group 
To Open Drive Here 


The Canadian Tourist Club, first of its kind in Can- 
ada, sponsored by the North West Commercial Travel- 


lers’ Association, has the 


approval of Deputy Mayor 


J, R. Munro, and W. A. Cooper, representative of the 
movement in Edmonton. has been asked to address the 
city council Monday Evening. 


THE CLUB HAS no intention 
of entering into competition with 
already established tourist bur- 
eaus, railway and other trave! ag- 
encies, nor does it desire any pub- 
licity for tourist work. “We will do 
the work, and some other organ- 
ization can take the credit,” said 
Mr. Cooper. 


“Our aim,” he said, “is to assist 
all established tourist bureaus in 
licizing the value of the tour- 
trade, so that the general pub- 
lic in Edmonton and northern Al- 
berta will become  tourist-cons- 
cious.” 


Plans of the club include the set- 


ting up of committees that will 
make regular reports of highway 
conditions, accommodation at ho- 


tels, tourist camps and reports on 


desireable eating places. 


It is planned to assist the tourist 


wherever he may be found, partic- 
ularly on the trains and highways, 
and to supply him with all informa- 
tion he requires as to conditions 


of roads, stopping places, resorts | 


and all places of special interest 
in his path,” added Mr. Cooper. 

Assistance in the establishment 
of new business enterprises in co- 
operation with government or oth- 
er agencies, also is included in 
the plan. 

“The tourist industry is big bus- 
iness,” said Mr. Cooper. “It is our 
aim to promote it to the best of our 


ability by giving the best possible | 
service to the tourist. No one man | 


can do it all. “It will take every 
citizen to make the tourist indus- 
try successful.” 

One of the plans discussed with 
Deputy Mayor Munro was a “per- 
imeter drive”. The drive, if it re- 
ceives aproval of city council, will 
touch the most attractive spots in 
Edmonton, and will be marked with 
arrows at noticeable intervals. 
Booklets with markers would be 
left at all hotels, tourist camps, ser- 
vice stations and department stores 

“THERE ARE A number of tra- 
vel agencies that could plan a bet- 
ter drive than we can,” said Mr 
Cooper. “We would like all pos- 
sible co-operation in planning the 
route.” 

Plans have been laid to hold a 
dinner meeting Friday, May 16, in 
the Macdonald hotel, at which time 
it is planned to appoint a perm- 
anent executive. It is hoped that 
prominent citizens and business 
men interested in the tourist indus- 
try will attend.

The provincial government does 
not plan the use of helicopters fur 
the ing of weeds, as a 
recent announcement from Sas- 
katchewan indicates that the gov- 
ernment of the neighboring pro- 
vince is doing, but the experiment 
will be watched with a great déal 
of interest, 

The firm employed by the Sas- 
katchewan rnment had tried 
to interest Alberta authorities, H. 
J. Mather supervisor of soils and 
weeds revealed Friday. Great in- 
terest was expressed in the pro- 
ject, but no definite steps were 
taken to employ the machines. 

The province, however, is con- 
ducting experiments with spray 
tanks and Buffalo turbines, cap- 
able, Mr, Mather aid of spraying a 
wide area, The turbine develops 
a muzzle velocity of 250 miles an 
hour in broadcasting the liquid 
spray or dust, which has a lethal 
effect on all broadleafed plants, 
but unless used too heavily does 
not effect cereal grains. 

The government hopes this year 
to be able to cut down the amount 
of liquid previously considered nec- 
essary for an effective spray from 
80 gallons to the acre to around 10 
gallons to the acre. 


‘1946 Fire Losses 
Reach New Record 


Fire losses in Alberta in 1946 
reached a new peak according to 
the annual report of R. R. Moore, 
provincial fire commissioner, re- 
leased Friday by Hon. A. J. Hooke, 
provincial secretary, 

Forty-five Albertans perished as 
a result of fire during the year, 
compared to 30 in the previous 
year, and property damage rose 
from $2,208,199 to $2,544,688 an in- 
crease of $366,489. The number of 
fires rose from 2,138 to 2,308. 

Some consolation is drawn by 
the commissioner from the fact t..at 
increases in fire losses jin ot:.er 
provinces and in the United States 
was much more pronounced.

He gathered together 
a prize lot of his American, Sino- 
American, and Chinese flying bud- 
dies. 

Buy Used Transports 

In India, they picked up a hand- 
ful of surplus U.S. army transports 
In China they absorbed some 
ground equipment and a decrepit 
Shanghai hangar from the defunct 


(Sino-German) Eurasia Aviation | 
Corp. 

On Dec. 23, 1945, the new line 
ran its first flight—the 690-mile 


hop from Kunming to Canton. By 
March, 1947, this international band 
of pilots, now including veterans 
of the Roya] and Royal Canadian 
Air Fores, was flying 30 planes 265,- 
000 miles monthly to such widely 
scattered points as Chengtu, Lan- 
chow, Peiping, and Hong Kong. 

In March the new line achieved 
a gross revenue of $460,000. This 
was better than the business 


done by C.N.A.C., although the latter, 


owned 80 percent by the Chinese 
government and 20 percent by Pan 
American Airways, flies several more 
planes 


Wins Great Respect 


Chin, who became operations 
manager, has won great respect | 
among his pilots. They know him | 


as a flier, with 2,000 hours in the 
air. Early in the war, when the 
Allies hectically sought alternate 
air routes to Asia, Chin made a 
historic test flight from Sinkiang 
(Chinese Turkestan) across the “top 
of the world” to India. He helped 
train Chinese pilots, flew bigwigs, 
and occasionally was at the con- 
trols for Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek. 

It was Chin who safely piloted 
Wendell Wilkie into Chungking 
after a 4,000-mile flight across Asia | 
from Russia in October, 1942, over | 
a route that had rarely been travel- 
ed by an Occidental. And Chin was | 
at the controls when Jimmy Doo- 
little, after the bombing of Tokyo 
and his landing in the Chinese hills, 
was flown to safety with so many 
refugees aboard the plane that 
Jimmy feared overloading. When, on 
their safe arrival, eight more refu- 
gees crawled out of the wings, Chin 
only smiled. 

Chin has forged a team that pulls 
together—quite a job in a country 
where foreign and local tempera- 
ments are so divergent. His foreign
